The Good Shepherd 

Jesus is risen indeed. Alleluia! The lessons for today tell of miracles being performed (Acts 9:36-43), the 
promise of the Lord as our trusted Shepherd (Ps 23), what the throne of God looks like (Rev 7:9-17) and how 
the Father keeps His sheep (John 10:28) safe and secure. 

Peter raising Tabitha needed a quiet place, so he sent all mourners out of the room. He removed distrac- 
tions so he could focus on his praying. What better way to access the Holy presence of God in our lives than to 
create quiet places in our homes, outdoor open spaces or other settings where we choose to pray. We need to 
be quiet as we listen (John 10:27) for God's voice, guidance and direction for change in our life. If we can find 
ways to quiet the noise within us, even for 5 minutes a day, God will lead us within this stillness (Ps 23:2). 

As I read Psalm 23, the 4^"^ verse described change in my life. Death for this reading represents the change 
process in my life. To become more of what God wants me to be I have let go of the familiar. This is not easy. 
But God leads me through the shadow times when I am not sure of what will come or what I need to do. God's 
rod nudges me to the path He wants for me and His staff pulls me back from going ahead too fast - this is a 
comfort for me. 

Revelation describes a marvelous scene around the throne of God. With Jesus' resurrection, ''the kingdom 
of this world is become the l<ingdom of our Lord, and of His Christ (Rev 11:15)." The kingdom of God is within us 
(Lk 17:21) and we are saved by God's grace! Alleluia!! — Ray Fossman
